Dr. F ishbaugh, th e Doheny fa m ­ 
ily phjaician fo r ten years, a t th e 
request of Doheny, Jr., had a tte n d ­ 
ed P lunkett. 
S aturday afternoon, a few h ours 
before th e double tragedy, a fa m ­ 
ily conference had been held over 
P lu n k ett's condition, 
w hich 
had 
becom e w orse a s th e result of his 
refusal to abide by th e physiclan’b 
Instructions. 
The 
conferees a t­ 
tem pted to induce Plunketf, w ho 
w as living a t 
‘'G reystone," 
th e 
hom e of young Doheny, to go to a 
sanitarium fo r rest and treatm en t. 
They said P lu n k ett had refused to 
go. 
Young D oheny w as clad in n ig h t 
clothing and a robe w hen his body 
w as found on th e floor of P lu n ­ 
k e tt’s room . 
Dn. Fishbaugh, who w as th e first 
to see th e bodies, expressed th e 
opinion th a t Doheny had gone to 
P lu n k ett’s room late In th e even­ 
ing to observe his condition and 
th a t he had found th e secretary to 
be in a m entally serious condition. 
A pillow, from one of th e tw in 
bods, had beer, neatly placed upon 
a chaise longue indicating to th e 
officials, th a t Doheny had tried to 
quiet P lu n k e tt by having him lie 
down. 
T h a t P lu n k ett refused was 
indicated by th e unruffled pillow. 
Dr. Fishbaugh, 
who h ad been 
requested by 
young 
Doheny to 
hold him self ready to go to "G rey- 
stone" on sh o rt 
notice, 
arrived 
shortly before m idnight a fte r h a v ­ 
ing been called out of a th eater. 
M rs. Doheny m et him a t th e door, 
saying h e r husband w as talking to 
P lu n k ett in th e la tte r’s room . 
Mrs. D oheny said later she had 
h eard a n unusual 
noise in the 
house, bu t 
tho u g h t it 
w as the 
sound of a piece of fu rn itu re b e­ 
ing overturned. 
She w as ab o u t 75 
feet from th e death room at the 
tim e and did not recognlz'e It a s a 
pistol shot.
